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October  Agricultural  Trade 
Surplus  Rises  -  The  October 
agricultural  trade  surplus  increased 
$117  million  from  the  previous 
month  to  $1.6  billion.  Exports  rose 
sharply  to  $3.4  billion,  $380  million 
above  September.  Imports  were 
also  up  significantly  to  $1 .8  billion. 
The  trade  surplus  for  January- 
October  1989  was  $14.6  billion, 

$2.1  billion  ahead  of  the  same 
period  a  year  ago  (table  3). 

Agricultural  Exports  Climb  in 
October  -  U.S.  agricultural  exports 
in  October  totaled  $3.4  billion,  13 
percent  above  the  previous  month, 
and  the  highest  monthly  total  since 
April.  Increases  in  soybeans,  corn, 
fruits  and  vegetables,  tobacco, 
meat,  and  animal  feeds  more  than 
offset  declines  in  wheat,  vegetable 
oils,  and  live  animals.  January- 
October  1989  exports  amounted  to 
$32.8  billion,  9  percent  ahead  of  the 
same  period  last  year. 

Wheat  exports  fell  41  percent  or  1 .7 
million  tons  to  2.4  million  tons  in 
October  valued  at  $393  million. 
China,  the  major  purchaser  of  soft 
red  winter  wheat  (SRW),  became 
the  second  largest  market  for  U.S. 
wheat  in  October  (407,000  tons) 
behind  Egypt.  Other  significant 
wheat  markets  were  Japan,  Korea, 
Algeria,  and  Pakistan.  Average 
wheat  export  prices  rose  $1  a  ton  in 
October  to  $162. 

Com  exports  rebounded  in  October 
after  3  sluggish  months.  Shipments 
to  the  Soviet  Union  expanded  to 
969,000  tons.  Japan  was  the 
largest  market  with  1 .1  million  tons. 
Other  major  corn  markets  in 
October  were  Mexico,  Taiwan,  and 
Korea.  Average  corn  export  prices 
rose  slightly  to  $109  a  ton. 

Soybean  exports  soared  seasonally 
in  October  to  2  million  tons  valued 
at  $452  million.  Approximately  half 
of  that  total  went  to  the  European 
Community — particularly  the 
Netherlands  and  Spain.  October’s 
exports  were  well  above  October 


1988's  figure  of  1 .4  million.  The 
average  export  price  for  soybeans 
continued  to  fall  in  October, 
dropping  $21  a  ton  from  September’s 
$245  a  ton. 

Cotton  exports  continued  strong  in 
October.  Shipments  were  1 14,000 
tons  valued  at  $176  million.  Japan, 
Korea,  the  EC,  Indonesia,  Thailand, 
and  China  remained  leading 
markets  during  October.  Average 
export  prices  fell  from  September’s 
peak,  but  remained  high  compared 
with  previous  fiscal  1989  prices. 

Agricultural  Imports  Higher  -  U.S. 
agricultural  imports  rose  $263 
million  to  $1 .8  billion  in  October. 
Demand  for  imported  coffee  was 
strong  for  the  fourth  consecutive 
month.  Coffee  prices  remained 
around  70  cents  a  pound  compared 
with  $1.21  a  pound  in  calendar 
1988.  Month-to-month  increases 
were  largest  for  fruits  and  vege¬ 
tables,  meat,  vegetable  oils,  grain 
products,  live  animals,  and  cocoa. 
Moderate  declines  were  registered 
for  seeds,  feed  grains,  sugar,  and 
furskins.  January-  October  1989 
imports  amounted  to  $18.2  billion,  4 
percent  or  $607  million  above  the 
same  period  a  year  ago.

Less  Trade  In  1990  -  U.S.  agri¬ 
cultural  exports  are  expected  to 
decline  in  fiscal  1990  to  $38 
billion.  This  is  $1 .7  billion  below 
the  previous  year,  reflecting 
prospects  for  lower  prices  for  most 
grains  and  oilseeds  as  well  as  a 
moderate  decline  in  overall  export 
volume.  A  substantial  drop  in 
wheat  exports  will  be  partially 
offset  by  gains  for  corn,  soybeans, 
cotton,  and  high-valued  products. 
Imports  are  expected  to  fall  $500 
million  to  $21  billion,  based  largely 
on  lower  coffee  prices  (table  4).
